Every dollar added to the tax- 
ation makes the people to that 
extent poorer. 

Every breach of trust, steal, 
fraudulent ‘‘appraisement’? or 
voucher traisihg by permanent 
officials or their outside confed- 
erates comes out of the people in 
the way of higher prices. 

All trade, commerce and trans- 
portation,‘all the products of the 
farm, the forest and sea, and the 
output of the myriad forms. of 
manufacturing industry—are one 
and all put in motion to supply 
the wants of the consumer. 

The consumer is first; 
others are subsidiary to him. 

But when transportation com- 
panies, or producers, or manu- 
facturers, or the ownersof public 
utilities, are enabled to fix their 
own prices on commodities or 
exchanges, the earth and the 
fullness’ thercof ceases to be for 
the benefit of the universal con- 
sumer, and becomes the property 
of the few, whosg wealth is gained 
by the unjust taxation o£ the 
many. : 

Take a political steal of a mod- 
est sum—say $250,000, at $8 per 
head, it would pay the import 
taxes of 32,500 people, or in 
5,500 families..
